One sickly gas jet was burning, 
but only tended to In igblea the gloom. This 
did not seem to dampen the legislators, how- 
ever. The sc< nes in the Legislature were in- 
describable. Six or seven black men were 
on the floor shouting like maniacs. Twenty 

different motions were put, and none of them 
acted upon. The expressions "liar'' and ••nig- 
ger'' were frequently used, and at one tune 
it seemed as il the meeting would break up 
in a light, 'flic Speaker was powerless to 
preserve order, and finally Kellogg himself 
came iu, bare-headed and excited, and coaxed 
them into comparative quiet. Such scenes, 
says the correspondent, nre'of daily occur- 
rence iu what is called Kellogg'* Louisiana 
Legislature.

PsKSONAL PaoPCRTT. — President Grant 
seems to think Unit the protection and patron- 
age Of the Federal Government are his per- 
gonal property, to be extended to his partisans 
alone, and to which his political opponents 
have no just claim. An Eastern exchange 
says: 

"The committee of Southern Congressmen 
who called upon the President to ask bis sup- 
port iu procuring an appropriation lor levee 
purposes iu the Mississippi valley, were in- 
formed by President Giant that he felt that 
Ihe acts of violence so constantly occurring in 
the South would preclude nil aid from the 
General Government. That is, Ihe President 
gave them lo understand that the fabricated 
reports of disorder turned out from the Ad- 
ministration outrage mill would be used 
against that section lo prevent appropriations 
tor publio works, as Well ns to supply a pre- 
text for depriving the citizens ol the light ol 
self-government'. The real intent of Grant's 

observations to this committee was undoubt- 
edly to intimate to them that Ihe Southern 
States could expect no appropriations for im- 
provements it they failed fu elect friends of 
the Administration to office. It was in ihe 
same spirit as Ihe warnings repeatedly given 
to the people of Virginia by one of Ihe Wash- 
ington organs previous to the fall elections, 
that if tbey expected to get any aid from Ibe 
Government for the James liner and Kana- 
wha Canal they would do well lo support the 
Republican ticket. All Ibis is in keeping 
with Ihe idea which appear? lo prevail "bout 
Ihe White House, that the Government and its 
revenues are Ihe personal property ol Grant. 
From the way in which some of his friends 
have been permitted to appropriate the pub- 
lic funds under the present Administration, it 
would seem tint this theory has been fully 
reduced lo practice."

The 
chain is studded with the gems, and they arc 
set so closely together as lo hide Ihe gold. 
There are so many of them that Deputy Col- 
lector Lydecker lired in the count. Be 
counted three hundred and filly, which is 
only about ball of the whole number. The 
Strands are joined by len immense stones, 
each of which is encircled by smaller gems. 
The one iu front is the size of a hickory nut, 
and is worth $20,000. Pendant from the 
front is a festoon of brilliants with five big 
pear-shaped stones of finest water lustre hang- 
ing from it. The ornaments tor the ear are 
single stones equ illy as large as the rest. The 
entire set is appraised at from $itili,UOO lo 
$300,000.

A BLACK DOMlKO. 
A correspondent in tho Cincinnati En- 
quirer, ■railing front Lexington, makes an 
assault upon Dr. Henderson, and sneers at 
the office-socking "hole' 1 of Frankfort. 
Wo seldom notice ill-natured speoclies 
front masquerade!"! of the pres-:. on ftur 
own or any account, and but fur J)r. 
Henderson's absence and probable igno- 
rance of the effort to shadow his private 
and official character, would hesitate to do 
so now. The article seemed prepared 
in tho interest of a party aspiring 
to succession in tho office of Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction,* but, for the 
sake of manliness, mo trns,t never sanc- 
tioned by one having that ambition. As 
far as concerns tho contest for offioo, be- 
tween Democrats, we hate no remark, but 
it behooves us to refute a public slander 
RCainst a public servant whose integrity is 
known at home as that of Dr. Henderson. 
That an established journal like the Kn- 
quiror should lend its power to iho pur- 
pose of individual malice is to be regretted, 
but that American journalism, at intervals, 
is soiled with such corruption, is most ap- 
paroiit. 

The writer in the Enquirer charges that 
Dr. Henderson has held the State's inter- 
est and that of the parents of Kentucky 
subservient to the interest of a publish- 
ing house in Cincinnati; that he has di- 
verted tho purpose of Teachers' Insti- 
tutes from the true advancement and cul- 
tivation of those in charge of schools, 
to the baser purpose of aliowirfg agents 
and book-drummers to job their wares; 
that by this means he has sanctioned the 
entailment of a heavy expense upon the 
people of the State, and insinuates that lie 
profits by this infidelity. 

We believe this to be false in direct 
language and in innuendo, ami the people 
of Kentucky who know this officer as a 
gentleman and a Christian will give it tho 
refutation it deserves. Strangers may be 
misled, but the friends of Dr. Henderson 
cannot be deceived; and this article is 
only written for those who do not know 
him. It is a duly of the Superintendent 
to examine and recommend text-books for 
the schools of Kentucky, and it is possi- 
ble that, at the periodical gathering of 
teachers during vacation, the agents of 
Various houses 'may appear and he given 
opportunities to show the merits of their 
books. This, it slrikes us, is a rational 
and open way of bringing them to the at- 
tention of both the Superintendent and 
the teachers, and through this opportunity 
tho best text-books may bo determined 
upon. We do not know — neither do we 
care — what publisher's books Dr. Hender- 
son favors. We only foil confident that 
he acts from his judgment lor tho best 
interest:; of the Stale and the pupils of 
his schools. lie may bo in error as to 
the adoption of some books— we know 
nothing about it — but he certainly is not 
corrupt, and, as an honorable man. will 
not allow himself to bo moved by any 
personal interest. 

There are several candidates for Super- 
intendent now before the people, all 
worthy and competent m m, and we must 
not be understood as doing more for Dr. 
Henderson than we would for either of 
the others if similarly assailed. 

For Frankfort, we have only to say, il the 
people here seek office it is no more than 
the people of other cities would do, simi- 
larly situated; but the charge that Frank- 
fort has a candidate for every State office 
is widely untrue. The practice among 
insincere people has been to ca'l every 
individual who chances to s irvc a term in 
office at this place a Frankfort man, and 
because he has been identified with the 
business of the State through an office 
here, they claim can belong to no other 
section. The truth is, of all the candi- 
dates now before the people, there is not 
one who dan properly claim Franklin as 
his county, unless it be Mr. Richard 
Sharp, who is a candidate for Register of 
the Laud Office — a not very lucrative po- 
sition. 



t-jJ"\Ve had (lie pleasure of meeting in 
our city yesterday our obi friend Capl. 
John II. MgBiutbr, of [<awrenceburg, 
who was in attendance upon our Circuit 

Court now in session. We have beard 
that thir friends of (.'apt. Mc. have urged 
him to become a candidate to represent 
hiriweounty in the next Legislature. We 
don't know who are or may be aspirants 
for the position, nor do we know that the 
Captain will be in the field nex*. summer; 
but from a long Acquaintance we have no 
hesitation in Raying that the Democracy of 
Anderson county would confer honor on 
them selves in his election. It would be 
hard to find a more capable, faithful, ami 
deserving man for the position. lie 
is a life-long Democrat of the true school, 
and comes nT a family of Democrats who 
since, and even before the establishment 
of Anderson county, represented the peo- 
ple in both branches of the Slate Legisla- 
ture, and acquitted themselves with dis- 
tinction.

"More than ever the calm, sober, thought- 
ful men of the country believe that (jrr.nt 
is gradually, firmly stationing his hench- 
men, making all duo preparations, etc., for

The 'Illinois Legislature, the other day, i 
passed the following resolution: 

Reiolted, Thai we reninre the Presides! of 
the United Stales aad his: administration for 
maintaining and upholding, by Federal au- 
thority in the Slate of Louisiana, the so- 
called Kellogg Government, in opposition to 

the will of tha people as expressed at the hal- 
lot-hox, and especially do we condemn the 
President for permitiinw Federal troops to in- 
terfere with Hie organisation of ".he Legisla- 
ture of thai State on like I'll day of January, 
1875, considering ihese acts illegal and dan- 
gerous invasions of the rights of the people 
and sobversivM of Republican institutions. 

Nearly forty years ago, IIeniiy Ci.ay 
ottered this memorable prayer in the Sen- 
ale: "1 pray God in Ilis goodness to send 
war, pestilence, and famine, any scourge 
for the sins of tho people, other than a 
military chief for a ruler, or a wild, reck- 
less enthusiasm for military glory."' 

The troubled condition of the country; 
the passage of the Civil Rights Bill by 
the House, with the attendant circum- 
stances ; the manifest determination on 
the part of (Jrant to have a third term, 
even though to accomplish this end he has 
to drag the country into civil war ; and 
the outlook generally — have nil combined 
to cause gold to rise gradually during the 
past two or three weeks until it is now 
quoted at HI'.; . 

An intelligent observer at Washington 
writes that it has been known for some 
time past, that a large number of the Re- 
publican leaden in Congress were ready 
for the most despotic and revolutionary 
measures, in order to retain power; and 
their plans are now being resolved into 
positive action. A few days ago, the Re- 
publican joint special caucus Bub-Comnut- 
tee, to which was entrusted the prepara- 
tion of a measure on Southern affairs, re- 
ported to the caucus committee of the 
Senate and House the draft of a bill which, 
it is understood, embodies the following 
astounding poin ts : 

'•The restoration • to the President of the 
right lo suspend Ihe writ of Unheas cr/ms, the 
same us lie had under jlie fourth section of 
tile Ku-Kloi act, either in a whole State or 
any portion of a Slate, ns the exigencies of 
the case may demand* 

"Is two oilier sections of the bill provision 
is made against the invasion of a Slate hy 
citisens of another Slate, for the purpose of 
subverting a Stale Government, and also 
against the citisens of a Stale conspiring or 
combining for t tie purpose of overturning a 
Stale Government or any of the departni"iiis 
thereof. The commission of this offense is 
created a felony, punishable by Imprisonment 
and line. 

"The hill also proposes to enlarge the pow- 
ers of the supervisors of ejections and of the 
United Siaies Marshals. They are lo be 
given, in ail cases, the same powers nnd an- 
thority as tbuse officers now possess in cities 
of twenty thousand inhabitants and over. 
Under the hill, election officers will not he al- 
lowed to adjourn or separate until they shall 
have counted and delivered the vole. It is 
provided that, while ihe vole is being counted, 
the United Stales supervisors shall be present, 
and il shall be their duty to mike a count 
also, and certify it lo tiie chief supervisors of 
elections, so that there shall be two sets of the 
Same report of election. 

' It is also provided that the reconstructed 
States shall be restrained and confined in the 

conduct of their elections, constitutional 
changes, amendments, fcc, to the fundamental 

conditions and terms upon which Ihey were 
admitted lo the t'uion. 

•'The idea is lo prevent the imposition of 
nny poll taxes ami so forth, which ma) de- 
prive a portion of I lie negroes of the elective 
franchise. Provision is also made so that it 
shall be lawful for a voter to vole in any por- 
tion of the county in which he lives. In other 
words, he shall not be compelled to vote in 
the DC&cinct in which his residence may be 
located. This is to promote fran Is and negro 
repeating." 

This infamous bill, it is now under- 
stood, has met the approval of the Repub- 
lican joint caucus of the two Houses, and 
there is little doubt that it will hi rushed 
through under tho new rule adopted for 
tho purpose a woe', or ton day s a^o.

Ilis counsel insists that as the inlestate kept 
a book iu which he charged advancements 
made by him to his children, and his sou 
William was uol charged iu said book for the 
rent ot the farm occupied by him, and as in- 
testine had charged some ol his children in 
said book with rents, that these facia show 
conclusively either that the farm was rented 
to William Shawhan and lie paid the rent lo 
his father in his lifetime, or that his father 
never intended lo charge him With the rent us 
nil advancement, and the same cannot be a 
charge against appellant. 

There is no evidence of a contract for rent 
between 'the parlies, and while appellant's 
mother proves there were frequent settlements 
between tbem, perhaps every rear after ihe 
marriage of William, she does not prove that 
there was a contract lor rent, or that any rent 
was paid. 

Levins 11. Vonng proves that the father 
and sou had a Settlement in January, 1850, 
and William paid lo his father some money, 
bui she ilid not know how much and did not 
know what items Here embraced in that set- 
tlement, and she said Henry K. Shawhan was 
present. Henry hi. Shaw ban s deposition was 
taken, and he proves that he knew nothing of 
any lent being paid by either Win. B. SkitW- 
b in, deceased, er Josh Lail. The evidence, 
therefore, in our opinion, fails to make oul u 
case of renting. And whether t lie occupation 
of intestate's land ny appellant's father must 
b-' treated as an advancement, must be deter- 
mined by statutory law in force at the death 
ol intestate. 

Section 17, chapter 30, 1st volume Revised 
Statute* provides that any real or personal prop- 
erty or money given or devised by a parent or 
grandparent to a descendant shall be charged 
lo the descendant, or those claiming through 
him, in Ihe division and distribution of I lie 
undevised estate ol the parent or grandparent; 
and such party shall receive nothing luriher 
therefrom until the other descendants are 
made proportionately equal with him, accord- 
ing to his descendable and distributable sh lie 
ol the whole estate, real and personal, devised 
and undevised. 

Ill construing this statute, this Court held in 
Clark vs. Cla.k, 17 li. M., 707, the parent or 
gian Ipaivnl cannot, by a mere declaration of 
his intention, ei'her make that an advance- 
ment which is not such hy law. or exempt 
one of his children from liability to account 
for money or properly he bas uiven to him 
with which the statute makes him chargeable. 
This he van only elfect by a last will and tes- 
tament, dill) executed, disposing of the whole 
of his estate, leal and personal. 

In Ihe laler case of Cleaver and wife vs. 
Kirk's heirs, 3 Met., 270, it appeared that 
James Kirk, the lather ol Mrs. Cleaver, kept I 
a book iu which he charged his children with i 
advancements made lo them, and iu thai there 
was no charge against Mrs. Cleaver and her 
husband for the land he had given them, and | 
they proved that James Kirk had said re- 
peatedly thai he did not intend to charge tbem 
wilii the land be had k> veil lbem. The facts 
of that case are as strong iu favor ol llic party 
resisting the charge as lliosedn the case under 
consideration; and still by force of Ihe statute 
$upra, Cleaver and wile were made to account 
for ihe vulue of Ihe land al ihe lime they re- 
ceived it. To permit appellant to escape from 
accounting tor the use of the land occupied 
by bis father, through whom he claims and lo 
claim au equal share of the estate of his 
grandfather, because Ihe rent was not charged 
on ihe book of advancements, would be to de- 
feat thai equality designed to be effected by 
the statute, and be n violation of the spirit 
and meaning of the statute on wills.

But where 
shall I begin..' Not wiib a description of the 
country, for who has not heard of Kansas 
time and "gain, until il has became an old 
stoty. Kansas is widely known as a region 
of drougth and grasshoppers ; but wc who ; 
have livid lor years past in tbis State J 
know that although, we have tbe dark side 
presented 10 us just now, that we have seen 
Kansas teeming with abundance sod rejoicing 
in prosperity ; and we are anxiously looking 
forward to tbe lime when we shall revel in 
, abundance again. Had il not been lor tiie 
grasshopper laid during July and August last, 
wc would ttot have been any worse olf than 
many portions ot the older States. The crop 
1 of small grain was good and in abundance, 
and the prospect of a lull crop of corn was all 
that could lie <ic.mil until devoured by the 
grasshoppers. The destitution now prevailing 
in Ibis Stale is principally among lliose who 
Settled among us during Ihe past year, ami 
were reiving upon Ihe corn crop lor subsist- 
ence during th- winter.

That is, the Confederates held as prisoners 
61,000 more lhan the United States held of 
Confederates; and yet the deaths of Yankee 
prisoners fell below those of the Confederates 
four thouand. One Yankee prisoner of eleven 
died, while one of every seven Southerners 
died in Yankee dungeons. That is, the mor- 
tality was fifty per cent, greater in the Yan- 
kee prisons than in ibo Southern prisons. 
And yet we continually hear of the wonder- 
ful "humanity'' of the Yankee officials, while 
the Southern officials are held up as incarnate 
fiends.

Corn and Wheat Sacks. — Two hundred 
millions sacks aud bigs are annually used 
throughout the globe. Of this vast number, 
fully a hundred million are manufactured in 
England. Nearly all are made by hand. At 
one of the late industrial exhibitions at Lon- 
don, a large leward was ollered for Ihe inven- 
tion of a machine that would sew sacks wiih 
nn over-stitch. Many attempts had been made 
in Europe to devise one, but without success. 
Such a desideratum has at length been pro* 
duced by a San Franciscoau — Mr. P. II. Gar- 
land — after having studied and experimented 
on it for over three years. It works wilh a 
spiral needle, and is indeed an ingenious con- 
trivance. Il is said that the establishing of a 
factory in that city for the manufacture of 
these machines is talked of. 1 1 is estimated 
that one hundred men operating one hun- 
dred of these machines could annually produce 
30,000,000 sacks— lacking only 5,000,000 of 
supplying Ihe entire Pacific coast demand, 
which Kiu.kls 35,000,000 nuuually.
